Bestows Praise Upon Another

W ould Like to Live in State, 
Ironmaster Says.

This was the sentiment expressed by 
Andrew Carnegie as he stood in the en- 
trance of the library at Riverside, 
bullt with his money, after spending a 
day among the orange groves of Red- 
lands and Riverside.

From the 
Inn Mr. Carnegie went to the library 
where. after looking through the 
building he again inscribed his name 
in one of his books, and spoke briefly. 
to a crowd of hundreds of people.

I came here ex- 
pecting to rest and spend a quiet time, 
Sut dverywhere.I go I Snd.seme of 
your typical California people.

PERAMENT AND CONSTITUTION 

At Pittsburgh the ot evening Chancellor 
Day of Syracuse University delivered a characteris- 
tie speech in which he expressed very strongly the 
idea that the President of the United States has too 
much power. He thinks our Presidents (and he 
spoke without qualification or limitation) have too 
much to say as te the action of Congress and exer- 
ation. 

Certainly Dr. Day could hardly have had the in- 
cumbent of the Presidential office at this time in his 
mind. Mr. Taft has never indicated that he con- 
sidered Congress 


was “on his hands.” There is a 
strong current of popular opinion running against 
Mr. Taft because he will not do the very things Dr. 
Day seems to hold him responsible for doing. He 


a great many of our modern reformers. They are 
wilful, conceited. They occupy the place of the odd 
fellow on the jury every time. It is their notions, 
without qualification or modification, without the 
missing of a dot over an i or the cross over a t, 


was quite as self-willed as Jackson, Cleveland or 
Roosevelt.

Of all the 
Presidents, the greatest were the most tolerant, the 
least inclined to force their own way, almost color- 
less as to policies, certainly most restrained as to 


min Harrison would not be exactly characterized as 
mild or tolerant, but he was certainly diplomatic 
and his diplomacy carried him as far as to be for- 
bearing. McKinley was considered by some whose 
eyesight is only purblind as a weak President. We 
have always regarded him as one of our very 
greatest. 

Our President can exercise his individual will to 
a certain extent in the proceedings of Congress. 
Indeed, it devolves upon him to do so by the strength 
of party influence in our government. He is a 
leader of his party and to him the party looks for 
the fulfillment by Congress of all the promises made 


The people look to him to bring the different wings 
of his party together and get action. They 

him to use every bit of force in his individual char- 
acter to bring this about, and if he fails he is re- 
garded as unfit in his office. While laws bar the 
President from being a dictator and lay him liable 
to t if he oversteps the boundaries set 
by law, it requires a peculiarly fit constitution 
therindividual to work

“I will say, there is no place in the 
San Joaquin Valley. or we may say in 
the State, where a man with limited 
means can find the opportunities for 
making a home he can find here. 

“Tne quality of the land in Merced 


‘is so varied. in some sections the land 


is 8 adapted for growing 
alfalfa, in other sections as fine figs 
as are grown in the State are 
grown with „rost, while other sections 
have been found best adapted to the 
peach, almond, etc. Early tomatoes 
and sweet potatoes grow to perfection, 
and so it goes. Land may be had here 
that is suitable to the growing of 
grain, fruit, nuts, vegetables, etc., and 
the homeseeker will have no difficulty 
in finding just what he wants.

Sweet potatoes will aver- 
age 100 sacks to the acre, and the aver- 
age price is 75 cents per sack. I have 
known instances where the crop has 
made de sacks per acre, and sold $1.25 
per sack.

$50 per acre, he planted eighteen acres 
to sweet potatoes and sold the crop 
from the eighteen acres for $3054. I 
could cite you dozens of casea where 
the man has paid for his land with one 
crop of sweet potatoes. Merced sweet 
potatoes have a reputation. I doubt if 
there is any section of the State or 
any State in the Union, that produces 
as many and as good as Merced coun- 
ty. There were shipped more than

green beans at $100 per ton.

Sample A is corundum; known al- 
so as sapphire, and in composition 
sluminum oxide.

ence to juniping the gap. It is a well- 
known fact that to jump — * two 
electrodes, a distance of thirty- 
second of an inch in a gasoline ve- 
por, compressed to four or five atmos- 
pheres, requires at least 15,000 to 20,- 
000 volts, so that it follows, should 
there be an easier or shofter way 

ground, the ‘current win take it. 

The operation of the carburetor is 
simple. The piston creates a suction 
through the inlet valve during its 
charging stroke. This causes 
air to enter at the lower end of the 
vaporiging chamber, or below the 
needle valve. This air has to pass 
through the narrow or cuntfacted por- 
tlon of the chamber, and is thereby 
throttled or rarified, so that there is 
a slight degree of vacuum formed 
around the spraying nosale. Since the 
liquid in the figat chamber has upon it 
the full effect of an atmosphere, gaso- 
line is forced thro the — noz- 
zie in the form a mist, fll this 
partial vacuum. 

This spray becomes intimately min- 
led with the air, and the mixture 
passes the throttle and through the 
intake pipe and valve to the eylinder. 
When the needle valve is correctly 
set the entering air must be mixed 
with such a proportion of gasoline as 
to be perfectly explosive, no matter 
whether the engine is drawing gas 
rapidly or slowly, for ff it is not draw- 
ing mixture rapidly the vacuum pro- 
duced around the spraying gosgsie wil! 
be quite — if a high rate 
of gas supply is nded the enter- 
ing air will be considerably contract- 
ed, quite a strong vacuum f and 
@ deal more gasoline wil enter the 
engine. 

In carbureters as made a few years 
ago it was difficult to get a good mix- 
ture at all sepéeds, but at this time 
there are several ‘carbureters made 
which come waar to- doing this, espe- 
cially where there is @ com sating 
air valve and gasoline — 
which are varied automatically, ac- 
cording to the opening of the throttie.. 

To adjust a carburetor it ie well to 
then leave it alone,

The little savings 
that he had brought with him from England were in-

BY THE KING. 


{Tit-Bits:] Not even in the “Gorgeous East” is it 
possible for the eyes to feast on a scene of such rich 
and dazzling splendor as is presented by the House of 
Lords when the King opens his Parliament in person— 
a scene to which neither pen nor brush can hope to do 
adequate justice. 

For this august occasion the heavy benches which 
rise in five rows on each side from the floor of the 
gilded chamber are removed and give place to seven 
rows of low crimson-covered forms. The clerks’ table, 
the woolsack, and cross-benches also disappear, and 
the whole floor of the house is covered with closely- 
ranged rows of forms covered in red morocco to give 
the utmost accommodation to the brilliant crowds that 
are to occupy them. 

Long before the crowning moment of His Majesty's 
arrival every seat is occupied and the crowded cham-

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Dallin's duty was to provide the fuel for the winter. To 
accomplish this he had to haul wood from Hobbie Creek 
Cafion—clear up on the snow line—where the wood- 
cutters’ only protection at night was their blankets in 
which they rolled themselves, making the ground their 
bed and using their big top boots for pillows. Bears 
often showed a too friendly interest in the little open-air 
camps. 

Notwithstanding the fact that Cyrus Dallin’s first im- 
pressions were terror of the Indians, he soon overcame 
these feelings. The strong personality of the aborigi- 
nes seemed to fascinate the boy, and he sought them in 
their wigwams with perfect confidence and learned their 
ways of speech. The first awakenings to art he gleaned 
at the fireside of the redskins. It was there that he 
watched them make their pottery, the colors that they 
used for dyeing wools and their bead work so harmoni- 
ous in color and quaint in design. 

In 1879 he began to work in his father’s mine as a 
means of earning enough money to enable him to go to 
some city to study art. One day the miners struck some 
soft clay. Young Dallin immediately began to model 
with it, making two life-size heads, improvising his own 
tools. The miners were simply awed by this achieve- 
ment. The two heads were sent to a fair in Salt Lake 
City with some of his drawings, where a rich mine 
owner was so impressed that he raised the money to 
send the boy to Boston. This was the beginning of his 
art education. Later he came to Paris and passed the 
trying examination which admitted him to the famous 
“Ecole des Beaux Arts.” 

In the year 1889 Buffalo Bill with his company of 
cowboys and Indians was making a tour of Europe, and 
the overpowering desire of Dallin to renew his acquaint- 


ment spreads over the crowded chamber, as the breeze 
rustles over a field of poppies. 

The doors to the right of the throne are flung open; 
from the ceiling flashes out a flood of electric light, 
waking into vivid, almost blinding splendor the scene 
below, and making a sea of jewels leap into fame. The 
vast assemblage rises to its feet, a kaleidoscope wak- 
ened to life, as the head of the royal procession appears 
in the doorway and begins to stream into the chamber. 

Pursuivants and heralds, in their tabards of gold and 
crimson rich in heraldic devices; equerries, ushers, and 
grooms-in-waiting in gorgeous court costumes; the 
great officials of the royal household; sergeants-at-arms, 
bearing maces: aloft; and great officers of state, all in 
their most splendid trappings, follow each other in 
stately procession. Then follow the Marquess of Lon- 
donderry, bearing the sword of state in its crimson scab- 
bard; the noble bearer of the imperial crown, glitter- 
ing on its crimson velvet cushion; and the premier 
marquess, holding aloft the cap of maintenance on his 
white staff—all the royal procession arranging itself 
in a cluster around the expectant throne. 

And now the climax of this brilliance is reached. The 
King and Queen enter hand in hand, in flowing robes of 
crimson silk velvet and ermine, the long trains held up 
by pages of honor in scarlet doublets and white knee 
breeches. The King is bareheaded, but Her Majesty 
wears a dazzling crown of diamonds. 

The King seats himself on the throne to the right 
of Her Majesty, and with a wave of his hand commands 
the assemblage to resume their seats. It is an impress- 
ive moment—the crown of a life’s experience and emo- 
tlons—as the eye ranges over the gorgeous scene to its

When I expressed astonishment at his being willing 
to work for such small pay, he said: “And Now much 
will you earn today? Isn’t 25 cents better than noth- 
ing?” And I said no more.

In view of the circumstances, we saw nothing to do 
but to accept the inevitable and return, although we 
were reluctant to do this without guides, especially as 


told us of another trail, shorter and less arduous than 
the one by which we had come, that led down to the 
Acaponeta River, and thence along its bed to the min- 
ing village of Cucharas, at which point we could ob- 
tain assistance. By leaving in the morning of one day 
we could get to the river by the morning of the next, 
and two days later be in Cucharas. 


We left behind everything except three heavy blan- 
kets—the nights are quite cold in the mountains—a 
camera, a frying pan, two plates, two cups, forks and 
spoons, a few pounds of flour, about a pound of bacon, 
a little coffee, sugar and salt, matches and cigarettes, 
and five eggs which the old man gave us on leaving. 
In addition, we were carrying a rifie and shotgun, two 
revolvers and ammunition. As to clothes, we were 
wearing khaki shirt and trousers, coat and high boots. 


The packs must have weighed about forty pounds 
apiece, but we started out well enough, and made pretty 
fair time until noon, when we lunched at the bottom of 
a littie arroyo. There were three trails leading out of 
this arroyo, and we must have taken the wrong one, 
for late in the afternoon we found ourselves at a de- 
serted shack with never a sign of a path beyond the 
one by which we had come. We arduously climbed 
the nearest hill, and surveyed the landscape, without 
finding much encouragement. The river, we knew, lay 
southwest. We calculated, therefore, that by getting” 
into one of the arroyos running in that direction we 
would be to reach the river finally. We therefore 
scrambled down the side of the hill to the arroyo at 
its foot, followed the stream for another hour until it 
debouched into a larger one, and here, on a ledge some 
twenty feet above the level of the water, made our 
supper and slept. 

In the morning we found great difficulty getting down 
the arroyo from our bird’s nest. The guns and packs 
had to be conveyed separately over a projecting rock 
and then carried on our heads through a deep pool. 
We must have made no more than a mile of progress 
all that morning. At noon we ate very sparingly, and 
rose from the meal hungry. In the afternoon Whitte- 
more dropped the blankets he was carrying into the 
water, thus increasing the weight during the day and 
the frigidity at night. We camped that night on a 
stone slab in the middle of the arroyo after a supper of 
half a flapjack and a thin slice of bacon. We had seen 
nothing to shoot all day.

A cup of water made our breakfast on Tuesday morn- 
ing. We made an early start, but found it difficult to

A STUDY OF ATTIRE WORN ATTHE 3 
Time OF Hits EARTHLY LIFE.

ESEARCH among old records, including the Bible 
and the Jewish Talmud, assisted by old pictures on 
the walls of tombs and ancient ruins, affords us 
some satisfactory insight into the general dress of the 
ancient Jews, and of Christ in particular. Perhaps we 
learn even more about the question of orienta] attire 
in the time of Christ and the apostles from modern 
Jewish usages, since the Orthodox Jews, who today 
constitute seven-eighths of all the Jews in the world, 
still use certain garments and ceremuuial things in their 
worship, that descend from the days of Moses and Abra- 
ham. Much also can be learned from the vestments 
worn today by the clergy of the Greek, Roman and Eng- 
lish (Episcopal) churches, since they are lineal descend- 
ants of the dress of the Jews, the Romans and other 
ancient peoples. By studying these, and then working 
backward, we may trace them to their originals, as they 
were at the opening of the Christian era. 
Some people think that by merely visiting modern 
we may see the exact survivals of old Jewish 
dress, but this is far from the truth, since the Palestine 
is populated by so many kinds of races, and 
so much overlapping and intermingling of racial 
tribal types as to preclude any possibility of the

wore, especially in cold weather, an outer garment called 
the tallith. This was a large, rectangular piece of 
cloth, generally of some heavy, woolly material, pro- 
vided with a hole in the middle for the head. It was 
worn by all accredited teachers and people of good stand- 
ing, even by the lower classes during the chilly, rainy 
season. The Pharisees especially were given to wear- 
ing the tallith, and among them it was often of huge 
proportions and of fine material. In each of its four 
corners were tied strands of wool or silk, forming tas- 
sels, which latter were very sacred in Jewish eyes. To 
‘ook upon one of these tassels in the corners of the hem 
of the tallith was equal to seeing God Himself! It was 
this sacred tassel that the poor, sick woman reached 
out and touched when she cried out: “If I can but 
touch the hem (tassel) of His garment I shall be whole.” 
We know from this that Christ must have worn the tal- 
lith, or large outer garment of the Jews, with its sacred 
tassels in the corners of the hem. On His feet Christ 
wore the common sandals of the country, like other 
people, excepting possibly in cold weather, when some- 
thing like a shoe, with lacings, was worn. The Jew- 
ish sandals covered only the soles of the feet, and were 
generally made of leather or wood, bound to the feet by 
leather thongs and a toe fillet. No doubt Christ used 
a staff on His long walks 

common among all foot travelers. 

He also wore a beard, since in the Orient at that time, 
and even today, only slaves and criminals went about 
with shaved faces. Christ without a full beard is thus 
unthinkable, and it really must be regarded as having 
been a part of His attire. In the Greek world, at the 
time of Christ, and later, it was the fashion for the 
best men to go beardless, and great men were always 
thus pictured by the later Greeks. Thus it happened 
that we often see reproductions of ancient Greek por- 
traits showing Jesus without a beard. Almost any- 
thing is possible in art, but from the standpoint of truth 
and fact, a beardless Christ was quite an impossibility. 
Jesus could never have held a Jewish audience without 
a beard. 

When Christ was 13 (not 12) years old, he was taken 
to the temple to be invested with the phylactery, or 
parchment inscribed with Bible selections, inclosed in 
a small black box, and tied in the middle of the fore- 
head as a sign of holiness and of faithfulness to the 
law of Moses. Since He followed other Jewish customs, 
and preached against the Pharisees only because they 
“made broad (big) their phylacteries,” we may well be- 
lieve that Christ Himself wore the phylactery, in mod- 
est form. when custom demanded it. By adhering to 
Jewish cherished usages He held His audiences better 
than He otherwise would have done, for by not putting 
on the phylactery when teaching in the synagogues on 
week days, He would have failed to get a hearing. The 
phylactery was worn only on week days, and then only 
at prayer, public or private. 

Thus we may gain some idea of the dress of the Jews 
of Palestine at the opening of the Christian era, and 
from it draw very reasonable conclusions as to the dress 
of the Master Himself. The illustrations are what the 
author considers to be the nearest possible approxima- 
tions to the dress of Christ. of the Pharisees, and of 
the respectaDle classes in the apostolic age.

ERER, WITH HUSBAND, OF RADIUM, 

[London Daily Mall: ! A middle-aged woman, fairly 
tall and with a pale face. Her features regular, clear- 
cut, and of the Polish type. Her lips thin and slightly 
harsh-looking, suggesting past prfvations. Her fore- 
head remarkably high and crowned with waves of golden 
hair. Her eyes aflame with enthusiasm. 

Such is Mme. Curie, whom her admirers call “the 
greatest woman in the world,” and who in conjunction 
with another French scientist has made such wonderful 
discoveries regarding the element polonium, which is 
5000 times rarer than radium. Of course, it was Mme. 
Curie who with her late husband discovered radium. 

She is one of those very rare women with a passion 
for science. Most women lack the nicety of observation, 
the attention to minute detail, the patience, the physi- 
cal strength, required for laboratory work. With her, 
however, it is different. Her love of research fs an in- 
heritance. 

Her nursery was a laboratory. Forty years ago (Mme. 
Curie is now in her forty-fifth year) she gave up her 
dolis to play with retorts, crucibles, and test tubes in 
the scientific workshop of her father, M. Sklodovski, 
professor of physics at a college in Varsova. Like most 
professors, he was not overgifted with pecuniary 
wealth, but he nevertheless contrived to spend a con- 
siderable portion of his income on scientific experiments. 

His little daughter, as soon as she could toddle almost, 
spent her playtime with him. When she was a little 
older she constituted herself his “washer,” cleaning the 
instruments and apparatus after he had done with it. 
Quietly she would don an old apron over her short frock 
and busy herself with washing and drying flasks, beak- 
ers, mortars, burettes, pipettes. These were her toys, 
and she handled them reverently.

An Honor to the Breed. 
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FIELD NOTES. 
Predaceous Insects. 
12 farmers of Imperial and Riverside counties are 


expecting some genuine assistance this spring in 

the control of aphids and other pests that have 
heretofore done great harm. The State insectary will 
supply ladybugs to the melon, cantaloupe and vege- 
table fields of these and other districts, in quantities 
never before collected. At this writing, the insectary 
has all packed and ready for delivery over a ton of 
ladybugs. These insects count over 26,000 to the 
pound, giving us now ready for distribution 52,000,000 
bugs. One good feature of the work is that the Wells- 
Fargo Company will, beginning on the 20th of March, 
carry all beneficial insects sent to the farmers free of 
charge, and return the crates to the insectary also free. 
The ladybugs are now in cold storage. 


Malformation in Fruits. 


B. PARISH of San Bernardino, one of the few 
8 botanists of today, has given his attention to 
the monstrosities in citrus fruits in a treatise which 
the author has sent me. It is the latest, and almost the 
only notice this important topic has received. No 
grower relishes finding a large percentage of his or- 
anges turned into “splits,” or his lemons grown warty 
and otherwise distorted. Usually the latter are free 
from these troubles, yet there is room for deep investi- 
gation of fruit monstrosities of all kinds, including the 
troubles of stone fruits. Mr. Parish does not go into 
pathological patns in his treatment of his subject, but 
throws some clear, botanical light upon it. 


“The best lemons are varieties which habitually 
abort the ovules, and, therefore bear seedless fruits, 
which are for that very reason preferred to those which 
are perfect and seed-bearing. There are also other, 
and objectionable deformities to which the lemon is 
subject. The simplest of these is a roughening and 
thickening of parts of the rind, causing elevated longi- 
tudinal ribs, or sections, of greater or less breadth. 
Occasionally the carpels themselves are more or less 


of the carpels are contained in the bulb-like extremi- 
ties of the fruit. In some forms the carpels have en- 
tirely disappeared, only the pericarp remaining, which 
may be further deformed by fission. 

“Syncarpy (the amalgamation of the carpels,) one of 
the commonest teratological conditions of fruits, is often 
exhibited in lemons. In specimens which have come 
under my observation it was confined to the coherence 
of only two individuals (fruits,) but it is probable that 
a larger number may sometimes be involved. In some 
cases the coalescence is so complete that the proper 
outline of the fruit is little affected; more commonly 
the union is incomplete. ' 

Syncarpy also occurs in the orange, but more rarely 
than in the lemon. The most esteemed varieties of the 
orange are also those which abort the ovules, and pro- 
duce seedless fruit. This is the case with the navel, 
the choicest orange grown in California, which exhib- 
its, in addition, a more pronounced teratological modi- 
fication. The navel is, in reality, the consolidation of 
two oranges, one rudimentary, whose atrophied remains 
occupy the distant extremity of the developed fruit. In 
the market are found only specimens in which the abor- 
tive orange is merely vestigial, its presence being indi- 
cated by a small orifice, the so-called “navel.” But 
among the culls, which are rejected in packing, may be 
found abundant examples in which the secondary or- 
ange is more nearly normal, and is occasionally en- 
tirely exterior to the other.” 

Mr. Parish follows with a statement most sugges- 
tive to the grower who has suffered from orange split- 
ting. He says: “However small the ‘navel’ orifice may 
be it is the point of weakness in the rind of the orange, 
and renders it peculiarly liable tc splitting. This term 
is applied to the opening fissures in the pericarps, 
whereby germs of decay are admitted to the interior. 
Orchardists are not agreed as to the causes which pro- 
duce the tension within the orange, but the resultant 
ruptures often occasion a large percentage of loss to 
the crop.” 


Age of Trees.

“The history of the introduction of the cassaba melon 
into California is briefly as follows: The late Dr. J. D. 
B. Stillman, father of Dr. Stanley Stillman, of this city, 
, was on a tour of the world with young James L Flood. 
While at the city of Cassaba, Asia Minor, in the autumn 
of 1878, they were impressed with the fine quality of 
the melons in that market. Dr. Stillman sent seeds to 
friends in California, which the writer secured and 
arranged to have planted at Courtland, on the Sacra- 
mento River, by the late Sol Runyon. From these few 
seeds twelve or fifteen pounds were secured, which in 
the winter of 1879-80, were distributed among 3000 sub- 
scribers of the San Francisco Bulletin. This refers to 
the medium size, late keeping melon which is found in 
our markets at the present time.
